Louis Wednesday morning, 
their posts when the engine 
left the track and turned over on its 
back, demolishing the cab, and then 
they escaped without a scratch or a 
burn, 

Two cars of the train also left the 
track, crashed through a fence and 
stopped in the front yard of a residence 
while the rest of the train stayed on 
the rails and was uninjured. 

The only person even slightly hurt was 
Rear Brakeman J. lL. Sturdy, who 
bumped his head trying to stick it out 
of the window of the caboose when the 
joiting informed him that something 
had happened. 

The accident happened where the Mis- 
sour! Pacific tracks cross Tesson street 
at Ivory avenue, Carondelet. Ice and 
snow were frozen in the groove between 
the rails and the crossing planks and 
the engine, a new one of the “hog’’ 
type and weighing 109 tons, was lifted 
from the track. The train, consisting 
of 17 care, was bound for Kirkwood 
and was running 12 or 15 miles an hour. 


Track Torn Up, 


Engineer Albert Gunn, Fireman 
George Bluecher and Head Brakeman 
Al de Laber decided to stay on. the 
engine. It ran for 100 or 12% feet along 
the ties, tearing up the. track, then 


turned to one side and rolled over on its 
back in the ditch. The cab was filled 
with steam, but enough fresh air en- 
tered to protect the imprisoned men. 

The whistle valve was jammed and 
an awfu! screeching Was started which 
continued for 30 minutes, until the steam 
in the engine was exhausted. This noise 
attracted many residents of the vicinity 
to the scene of the wreck. 

C. W. Volker, the middle brakeman, 
Was on a car about the center of the 
train when the sudden jar showed him 
that something was wrong. He jumped 
from the train and ran forward. He 

reached the engine soon after it land- 
ed in the ditch, kicked his foot through 
a window and released the men inrpris- 
oned in the cab. 

Conductor HH: B. Ewen,-who waa in 
the caboose In the rear with Brakeman 
Sturdy, was not hurt. The 16 care 
which remained on the track were 
hauled back and sent on their way by 
the Oak Hilt division. A wrecking train

MOUNT CARMEL, Hil, Feb. 28.— 
Ejected from the waiting room of the 
Southern’ Railway Station at 1 o’clock 
this morning by 10 men, whose slumber 
they disturbed, J.. W. Murphy and 
Charles White, alias Dodd, returned a 
few moments later with a _ revolver, 
fired through the window, and when the 
occupants rushed out of the door to 
escape, shot and killed two unidentified 
men. ; . 

The second man to emerge from the 
waiting room was shot in the mouth. 
He pitched forward dead. The second 
man shot received a bullet through the 
head. He. lived until If o'clock this 
morning. Murphy was captured imme- 
diately after the shooting, by the night 
watchman. White was arrested a few 
hours later in a local resort. 

The victims were members of « con- 
struction gang at work on the Llhinolis 
Central Railroad. Their names have 
not been learned, but will probably be 
revealed at‘ the Coroner's inquest this 
afternoon. When news of the shooting 
reached the construction camp members 
of thé gang armed themselves and hur- 
ried to town, vowing vengeance. The 


city authorities are preparing for tronbie. 


tonight. , 

Murphy and White, it is alleged, were 
intoxicated. when they appeared at the 
station. The occupants of the waiting 
room were asleep, and the newcomers 
proceeded io awaken them. Among 
other things, they insisted that the 
deors be left open, although it was 
snowing and very cold outside. 

Finally the waiting passengers 
formed a flying wedge and ejected the 
disturbing elements. The two individ- 
vals lteft the waiting room simultane- 
ously, landing in the snow. They 
picked themselves up and walked away. 
pussengers went back to sleep, 
awakened a second time 
A bullet crashed through 
lodging in the ceiling. 
Panic stricken, the 10 men made a rush 
for the door. They were confronted 
by Murphy and White. 

Four shots were fired. Two men fell. 
The crowd left them on the pavement, 
Where they were found by the night 
watchman. He later arrested Murphy in 
bed above his retaurant, near the sta- 
tion. ‘The revolver has not been found. 

White Accuses Murphy.

He pitched out 
of the door and went down without a 
word. I suppose he was dead. Mur- 
phy kept on firing, and another man 
dropped. 

“Murphy and I made a run for it 
and got away. Murphy went back to 
his resiaurant and I went to the place 
where ! was arrested this morning.” 

Murphy's Statement. 

Murphy says he Knows nothing about 
the shooting. He said: 

“Tl went to the atation this morning 
and got into some trouble with a crowd. 
They gave me a beating and I went 
home. That's all I know. I don't re- 
member of hearing any shots.” 

Murphy is about 40 years old. White 
is younger. The latter was employed as 
a hostler at the Big Four roundhouse 
here ‘recently. A short time ago Mur- 
phy was charged with shooting through 
a window at George Krug, who was 
wounded in the throat. Murphy es- 
caped with a fine.

Witnesses Fear Police.

SCIENTIST, DIES): 


Known for Experiments With 
Airships and From His 
Sun Studies,

AIKEN; §S. C., Feb. 28.—Prof. Samuyel 
P. Langley, secretary the Smith- 
sonian Institute. known throughout the 
world for his scientific achievements, 
died here of organic complications fol- 
lowing a stroke of paralysis which af- 
fected his right side, Nov. 22, and led his 
physician to banish him to a winter 
resort. 

Prof. Langley came most 
the notice of the general public through 
his airship, consisting of giant aero- 
planes and wings, operated by a strong. 
light gasoline motor. which in its initial 
trial at Widewater, Va... on the Potomac 
River, precipitat: ly struck the water in 
a tangled mass of wreckage from which 
the hired operator was rescued with 
great difficulty by boats in waiting. 
This was the culmination of a series of 
experiments in aeria) navigation by 
means of aeroplanes which Prof. Lang- 
lev had conducted. 

Prof. Langley was honored for his 
work in the study of the sun with nu- 
merous degrees by colleges in America 
and Engla nd. ste was educated as an 
ere wage and elvil engineer, but turned 
from choice to astronomy. His most 
vba RP ome achievement was the discov- 
ery that the solar spectrum, resulting 
from the dispersion of a ray of white 
light into its component colors, as in the 
rainbow, extended tar beyond the vis- 
ible portion. This discovery was made 
in an expedition to Mount Whitney in 
1881, where the rarified air due to the 
altitude gave better opportunities for 
studying the spectrum.

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ELECTION FRAUDS. 

The carrying out of Judge Hough’s order under 
the decision of the Supreme Court to recount the 
ballots and compare them with the ballot books in 
the recent municipal election will disclose the crud- 
er forms of ballot fraud such as actual stuffing of 
the boxes or false counts and errors, but it will not 
touch any fraudulent methods which may have been 
used to stuff the poll books, nor will it disclose false 
personation or crimes of that kind. There will be 
no possibility of learning whether voters have been 
colonized. 

Something is gained when errors, false counts and 
ballot box stuffing can be uncovered and rectified, 
but we will not have complete protection against 
fraud in elections until every manner of fraud can 
be exposed and punished. The only safeguards 
against colonization and the more ingenious forms 
of fraud which are concealed inthe pollbooks are 
honest election officers and constant vigilance. Under 
our present election laws we can havé fair elections 
by incessant vigilance and by rigid enforcement of 
the laws.

The information given the Post-Dispatch from po- 
lice sources is that “Anna Brown, alias June,’ who 
is now in the lockup, was arrested and placed there 
because she had been “evading service” when “want- 
ed” as one of the most important witnesses by the 
Police Board to sustain the charges of bad judgment 
against Chief Kiely.” 

It ought to be easy to sustain charges of that 
kind without showing bad judgment and something 
else, at the expense of both Anna Brown, alias 
June, and the purposes of the laws of Missouri. 

Of course, some sort of a charge will be entered 
against Anna Brown, alas June. It is enough usu- 
ally to put the alias after a name to have it taken 
for granted that the owner of the name can be locked 
up and left in company with the rats and roaches 
until needed, with no other warrant than the words 
“suspicion” or “held*for the Chief” entered on the 
books. 

There is no warrant of any kind in the laws or 
ordinances for arresting and imprisoning Anna 
Brown, alias June, or anyone else who is “wanted” 
as a witness. If this is the real purpose, trumping 
up charges to conceal it only makes a bad matter 
worse. 

Under the law, Anna Brown, alias June, has as 
many rights in attempting to evade summonses from 
the Police Board as captains of industry have in 
attempting to evade the processes of the Supreme 
Court. 

No matter if both are wrong, it is a still greater 
wrong to break over the bounds of law in dealing 


with them.

As a public park, the “old Fair Grounds” will be 
memorial of what was once the greatest annual fair 
of North America.

ing of your name? Do you know its) 


origin—Celtic, Teutonic, Latin? 

Some names speak for themselves as 
to origin and meaning, some are mere- 
ly nonsuggestive,. while others are 
wholly misleading, says the Independ- 
ent.

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News by Telephone. 

Several years ago an editor in a small 
Illinois town conceived the notion of 
strengthening his subscription list, and, 
incidentally, making a little money on 
the side, by running out farmers’ tele- 
phone lines into the surrounding terri- 
tory, says Success Magazine for March. 
Anywhere from 15 to 30 telephones were 
put on one line. The farmers paid $l a 
month for the service, and in addition 
to having the free use of the line for 
telephoning among themselves, and tq 
the merchants of the town, they had 
even a greater boon. The editor, as an 
inducement to subscribers, inaugurated 
a “daily telephone news service.”” Eiv- 
ery night, when he received the latest 
Chicago newspapers, he cut out the 
principal headlines, summarized the 
leading news items, and, at a certain 
hour, in response to a given signal, all 
the farmers on his lines picked up their 
receivers and the editor read to them 
the full news of the day. In this way 
families living 20 miles from the near- 
est railroad or telegraph station had 
the news of the world as quickly 4s 
dwellers In the great cities.
